Speakers at Democratic Rally 
Advocate Injecting It Into 
Municipal Contest. 


STATEMENTS BY RIVALS 


Mayor Kiel and W. C. Connett 
Give Conflicting Views on 
Propriety of the Move. 


. Four of the speakers in a Democratic 
rally at the Hamilton Hotel last night 
urged that Americanism be made the 
issue of the municipal campaign. 

Isaac H. Lionberger, prominent at- 
torney, said that the Republican city 
administration was composed largely of 
men with German names, and mentioned 
the names of Schmoll and Schwarz as 


typical. ‘If their name& only be re- 
garded,’’ he said, ‘we have aright to 
believe that the German-Americans 


have parted our goods among them. 


We, I think, have fallen among the 
Philistines.”’ 

He went on to say that the German- 
Americans numbered many noble and 
excellent men, but that the present is 
not a time to place in official positions 
men who sympathize with Germany. 


Henry S. Hartzog, former president 
of the Arkansas Agricultural College, 
said he would scratch Senator Stone :f 
he had the opportunity. He said war 
with Germany should come without fur- 
ther delay, and that local offices should 
be in the hands of “‘men who stand for 
America first, last and all the time.”’ 

Sterling P. Bond charged that Mayor 
Kiel had recently placed men in office 
who have been issuing pro-German 
propaganda, and who have been slan- 
dering the Government and the Presi- 
dent. He urged that Connett should 
draw the line of Americanism clearly, 
against pro-Germanism. He praised ‘‘the 
American-German,”’ and condemned the 
German-American, who, he said, is for 
Prussia first.

I stated my position 
upon this question in my opening speech 
of last Saturday night, as follows: 

In conclusion: It has been insin- 
uated by the morning paper support- 
ing the Republican ticket that the 
Democrats are attempting to raise 
an issue of race prejudice in this 
campaign. This insinuation is with- 
out foundaton. Religion, nationality 
or race have no proper or fittng 
place in an election. Qualification 
and fitness for the office are the 
only things that should be consid- 
ered, but I will say that I love no 
country but America, and if elected 
Mayor of this city, and this coun- 
try should unfortunately go to war 
with any nation on earth, I will 
place every department under my 
control in co-operation with the Fed- 
eral Government in order to insure 
the carrying on of the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.

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FRENCH OCCUPY 10. 
VILLAGES BEHIND 
RETIRING GERMANS 


Paris Reports 
Along Both Sides of the 
Laon Road. 


TROOPS NEAR ST. QUENTIN 


Petrograd Says Russians Have 
Crossed Mesopotamian Fron- 
tier From Persia. 


PARIS, March 21.—Rapid progress is 
being made by the French in pursuit of 
the retiring Germans, the war office an- 
nounces. Important gains were made on 
both sides of the Laon road, 10 villages 
being captured. 

French cavalry advanced to with- 
in tour and one-half miles of 


St. Quentin, one of the large 
towns believed to be strongly defended 
by the Germans. Further progress by 
the French is reported in the official 
statement of the War Office issued !ast 
night and considerable territory has 
been reoccupied between the Somme and 
the Aisne. 

Tne French have occupied Tergnier, 
an important railroad junction on the 
line between Amiens and Rheims and 
have-crossed the St. Quentin Canal. 

French aviators report the destruc- 


tion by the Germans of the historic 


ruins of Coucy-le-Chateau, one of the 
most striking monument’ of the feudal 
ages in Europe, built early in the thir- 
teenth century. 

Says Girls Were Carried Off. 

The French War Office officially an- 
nounces that in evacuating Noyon the 
Germans carried away by force 50 girls 
ranging in axe from 15 to 4 years. 

“From the Somme to the Aisne our 
troops, while making new progress, oc 
cupied the reconquered zone,*’ the state- 
ment said. ‘“‘North of the Somme our 
cavalry pushed forward as far as the 
outskirts of Roupy, about 17 kilometers 
(1) miles) from St. Quentin, where they 
guve chase to German cavalry patrols. 

“Northeast of Chauny our infantry oc- 

ied Tergnier today and crossed ‘the 

“yf Str “Gentin. Sevéral « wey 

skirmishes with ehemy detachments 
ended to our advantage. 

“In the course of this pursuit, extend 
ing over several days, we have suffered 
quite insignificant losses. Everywhere in 
our advance we have been able to ob- 
serve proven vandalism and systemati. 
destruction, carried out by the enemy, 
which for the greater part, was of nv 
military value. 

“This afternoon our aviators reported 
that the historic ruins of Coucy-le-Cha- 
teau have been destroyed by an explo- 
sion. 

“Evacuating Noyon, the enemy car- 
ried off by force 0 young girls, from 15 
to 2% years of age.” 

British Report Progress. 

“Despite the less favorable weather 
conditions,” said the official report 
from British headquarters in France 
last night, “we made considerable 
progress along the greater part of 
the front of our advance south of 
Arras and a further 14 villages have 
been cleared of the enemy. 

“Our troops now have passed the 
general line of Canizy, Estree-en- 
Chaussee, Nurlu, Velu and St. Leger. 

“Our machine gun fire drove off an 
enemy counter attack south of Arras. 
We successfully raided last night north- 
east of Neuville-St. Vaast and brought 
back a few prisoners. 

“Bombs were dropped yesterday by 
our airplanes with good results on an 
important enemy ammunition depot. In 
the air fight: one German machine was 
brought down in flames; two others 
were driven down completely out of con- 
trol. Three of our airplanes are miss- 
ing, two of which are known to have 
been brought down by hostile anti-air- 
craft guns.”

FRENCH WARSHIP 
OF 18,000 TONS 
SUNK BY U-BOAT 


BERLIN, March 2, by wireless to 
Sayville—A French battleship of the 
Danton class was sunk by a German 
submarine in the Mediterranean Mon- 
day, the admiralty. announces. The ad- 
miralty statement reads: 

‘A German submarine, commanded 
by Lieutenant-Captain Moraht on March 
19, in the western Mediterraneiin, sank 
a large French battleship of the Dan- 
ton class, protected by destroyers.

EM. HUBBARD 
FATALLY SHOOTS 


‘SELF AT ROME! 


Former Cashier of Boatmen’s 
Bank Fires Bullet Into 
His Head. 


Ernest M. Hubbard, who in his 31 
years’ service with Boatmen’s Bank 
rose to the position of cashier, which 
he resigned two years ago, and who 
was widely known in banking and brok- 
erage circles, fatally shot himself in 
the bathroom of his home, 4688A: Lacledp 
avenue,.about 11 o’clock this morning. 
He died | the city. hospital a. short 
time late’. ge was 5 years old. 

His sister-ifiaw, Mrs. W. W. Kaime 
at whose home he had lived since the 
death of his wife a year ago, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had made 
frequent threats to end his life, and that 
he had been watched closely for several 
weeks in an effort to prevent self-de- 
struction. 

Since his wife’s death, Mrs. Kaime 
explained, he had been despondent and 
had been drinking heavily. For the last 
few weeks he had been under a physi- 
clan’s care for a throat ailment. Last 
night, Mrs. Kaime related, Hubbard 
complained that he had not been able 
to sleep. 

Shoots Self in Temple. 

Going to the bathroom this morning, 
attired in his bathrobe, Hubbard shot 
himself in the right temple. He was 
taken to the city hospital, but lived only 
a few minutes there. 

Mrs. Kaime said that he did not leave 
any note in explanation of his action. 

In January, 1915, at an annual direc- 
tors’ meeting, the resignation of Hub- 
bard as cashier of the Boatmen’s Bank 
was announced. He had been cashier 
for four years, and for 17 years pre- 
viously had been assistant cashier. 
Neither Hubbard not officers of the 
bank would discuss the reasons for his 
leaving the bank. It became known in 
banking circles that he had been asked 
to submit his resignation. 

After leaving the bank Hubbard en- 
tered the brokerage business, as pres- 
ident of the Hubbard-D’Oench Bond Co., 
with offices in the Boatmen’s Bank 
building. He gave up this connection 
last May. 

Hubbard and Mrs. Helen Montgomery, 
of %07 Lindell avenue, were arrested 
on peace disturbance charges in East 
St. Louis March 21, 1916. She formerly 
was his stenographer. 

The woman was leaning from the win- 
dow of a taxicab and calling for help 
and Hubbard apparently was trying to 
quiet her. When they were arrested 
Mrs. Montgomery said Hubbard had 
forced her to accompany him from St. 
Louis in the automobile. She had 
scratched Hubbard's face with her fin- 
gernails. A few days later Hubbard, 
through an attorney, pleaded guilty ir. 
an East St. Louis court for himself and 
Mrs. Montgomer}. They were fined $5 
cach. 

Hubbard is survived by a son, Wil- 
liam, 23 years old, who lives at the La- 
clede avenue address.

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HOLLAND HEARS 
RUMORS OF GRAVE 
RIOTING IN BERLIN 


Frontier Regiments Reported

is rumored that serious riots have 
broken out in Bertin in connection with

Congress then is expected to pass 4 
resolution declaring that a state of war 
has existed between the United States 
and Germany for some time. 

Such a resolution in itself will not be 
a declaration of war in a_ technical 
sense, although practically it will 
amount to the same. 

As a consequence the United States | 
will take further steps to protect its’ 
interests on the high seas and else- 
where against the warlike acts of Ger- 
many, and whether an actual state of 
war will come to exist in its full sense 
will depend on the future acts of the 
Imperial German Government. 

Wide Demand for Session. 

Since last Sunday, when three 
American ships were sunk off the 
British Isles in quick succession, with 
loss of American lives—tbringing the 
total number of Americans tionst 
through German submarine opera- 
tions to more than 200—the President 
and his advisers have recognized that 
a state of war exists. From all 
parts of the country heave some ralis 
for the immediate summoning of Cos- 
grees in extra session, 

The Cabinet. which urged the Presi- 
dent to make such a move at yester- 
day's session, is described by its mem- 
bers as having been more thoroughly 
united than ever before. 

The nation now actually comes to the 
point which all the history of centuries 
indicated must necessarily follow the 

rance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany Feb. 3. 

When the President on that day hand- 
ed to Count von Bernatorff his passports 
and notified Congress that he had sev- 
ered diplomatic relations altogether 
with the Imperial German Government, 
the United States was placed in a po- 
sition where all the precedent of centu- 
ries was pressing it toward war. 

All official Washington openly ac- 
knowledged that nothing less than 
Germany's abandonment of her newly 
announced campaign could prevent it, 
and no one here supposed that Ger- 
many would change her determina- 
tion. 


Germany Sew Possibility. 

The possibility that the United States 
would soon be tnvolved in the war was 
recognized in Germany before the new 
submarine campaign was announced, 
when Foreign Minister Zimmerman, 
working through Count von Bern- 
storff and the German Minister in 
Mexico, attempted to unite Japan and 
Mexico in an alliance to make war 
on the United States. 


All the resourtes of the United 
States, industria) as well as military, 
are speedily being mobilised to place 
the nation tn the fullest state of 
readiness for any eventuality. 

For the present, the responsibility 
reste with the navy, which is arming 
Amertean merchant ships, placing 
rush orders for submarine chasers,

Cabinet Was Virtualiy Unanimeas. 

The President's decision to call Con- 
gress earlier than the date first fixed 
for the extra session—April 16—was 
reached early today. The Pres 
mind finally was made up as the result 
of yesterday's Cabinet meeting at whieh 
virtually a unanimous opinion was ¢x- 
preased that while preparations to put 
the nation in a full state of armed neu- 
trality were going forward, Congress— 
which alone has the war-making power 
~should be summoned. 

The President deliberated on the ques- 
tion until late last night, and early &- 
day made his decision. He chose April 
2 because he thought it would be im- 
possible for all members of Congress to 
reach Washington éariier. 

In his address at the opening of the 
extra session the President will recite 
the overt acts committed against the 
United States by Germany. 

The sentiment in Congress is under- 
stood to be overwhelmingly in favor of 
a declaration that as a resuit of Ger- 
many's acts against the United States 
a state of war already exiats. 

The foremost overt act which brought 
the President to his decision was the 
torpedoing without warning of the 
American merchantman Vigilancia with 
the loss of 15 lives, some of them Amer- 
icans. 

The President has not made up nie 
program entirely for presentation to 
Congress, but probably will also discuss 
universal military training. The ‘Navy 
Department is expected to call for pri- 
vately-owned yachts and large motor 
boats for service against submarines. - 
Tentative contracts for such craft have 
aiready been negotiated in many cases. 

It is known that up to noon yesterday 
President Wilson told close advisers he 
still was of an open mind on the ques- 
ion of summoning Congress tmmedi- 
lately, but that he leaned toward wait- 
ing the extra session called for Aprti 
16.

C7AR REFUSED 10. 
HEED WARNINGS 
OF ‘REVOLUTION 


Nicholas Would Not Be Coun- 
selled by Members of His 
Own Family. 


ADVISERS MADE PLEA 


{7 Grand Dukes and Member of 
Duma Unable to Convince 
Him of Danger. 


PETROGRAD, March 21.—It would be 
unprofitable to go full; into all the 
court scandals“or the constantly accu- 
mulating evidence by which seems to 
be clearly established the weak charac- 
ter and incredible lack of foresight of 
Nicholas II and his apparent ignorance 
of conditions that spelled his inevitable 
downfall. 

Most surprising of all was the Em- 
peror’s stubborn refusal to be guided 
by the counsel of members of his own 
family and his quiet assumption that 
all was well with the country at a time 
when the whole nation was on the brink 
of active revolution. 

Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelovitch 
made most persistent efforts to apprise 
Emperor Nicholas that the country was 
in danger and the throne tottering, but 
the Emperor showed no more signs of 
being stirred by this warning than by 
that of the Dowager Empress and a 
multitude of other personages who ap- 
proached | him. 


Warned by Michael. 

Late in November Grand Duke Nicho- 
las Michaelovitch took to the palace a 
letter that he had written and read it 
aloud to the Emperor and Empress. It 
expressed in most blunt fashion the 
danger the country was in and showed 
that only by the promptest action could 
the Emperor save the empire from com- 
plete collapse. The Grand Duke took no 
pains to conceal the Rasputin scandal, 
but when the name of the Empress was 
mentioned the latter snatched the letter 
from Nicholas Michaelovitch’s hand and 


tore it up. 
When the Emperor received in silence 


the statement that Protopopoff (Minis- 
ter of the Interior) had been foisted 
upon him by Rasputin and listened to 
the other accusations without denying 
or showing signs of being the least cor- 
fused by them, the turand Duke lost all 
patience and shouted at his majesty: 
“Do none of thege. things move you? 
You make me think of Alexander |!.’’ 


Expresses Faith in Wife. 

An appeal to the Emperor signed by 
17 Grand Dukes, made no greater im- 
pression, and Viadimir Purishkevich, 
vice president of the Union of True Rus- 
sians and a prominent member of the 
Duma, paid a fruitless visit to the pal- 
ace on the same mission. All spoke free- 
ly to Nicholas of the growing danger tu 
the dynasty and the necessity of his 
protecting himself against the influence 
of the Empress. To all these the Em- 
peror replied. 

“What has Alexandra to do with poli- 
tics? I refuse to believe that she is un- 
popular among the people.’ 

Dowager Meets Her Son, 

The former Dowager Empress Marie 
Feodorovna, who was at Kiev, went to 
meet her son, former Emperor Nicholas. 
as he was returning after his abdica- 
tion. She had long resented the influ- 
ence over Nicholas wielded by the Em- 
press Alexandra, Gregory Rasputin, the 
mystic monk, and Mlle. Virubava, 
lady-in-waiting to the Empress and A) 
exandra’s best friend, who had intro- 
duced Rasputin to the Empress. 

Marie Feodrovna Only saw Alexandra 
when court functions required that she 
do so. Since early in January she ha¢d 
been at Kiev and had refused to come 
to the capital. Her meeting with Nich-

received there from field headquarters 
The telegram says that the troops 
marched in detachments to the publi 


square waving red flags and singin« thc 
Rugsian Marseillaise to the music of 
their bands. At the request of Grand 
Duke Nicholas, Gen. Alexieff, chief of 
staff, read the abdication proclamation 
of the Emperor and exhorted the troops 
to serve loyally the new Government. 


Since the opening of the revolution 
contradictory reports have been  re- 
ceived in regard to the whereabouts of 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, who, previous 
to that time had been supposed to be in 
command of the Caucasus. The forego- 
ing dispatch would indicate that he is 
on the eastern front and is algo con- 
firmatory of reports that he is again 
commander in chief. 


1000 KILLED BY AIRCRAFT IN 
BUCHAREST BEFORE CITY FELL 


Romanian Announcement Says Zeppe- 
lines and Airplanes Hunted 
Men and Women. 

LONDON, March 21.—More than 1000 
persons were killed in Bucharest by the 
attacks of German aircraft prior to the 
abandonment of the city by the Ruma- 
nians, according to an account of these 
raids given out at Jassy, the present 
capital, and forwarded in a Reuter dis- 
patch. 

In one day 30 persons were killed by 
Zeppelins and airplanes. The _ report 
says a group of airplanes descended to a 
low altitude and spent several hours in 
seeking victims, killing workmen and 
workwomen in the fields and streets. 

Two airplanes which were pursuing a 
two-horse vehicle on the road had ua 
raec to see which could reach it first. 
The vehicle was going at a good pace. 
but the airplanes quickly overtook it, 
killing the coachman, then the passen- 
ger and then the horses. 

The account also tells of an airplane 
attack on the royal residence, when 
the young Prince Mircea, lay dying of 
typhoid fever.

TWO_MEN PLEAD GUILTY 
TO OPERATING SPY BUREAU 


Central Powers’ War Film Exchange 
Sent Agents to England to Get 
Military Information. 

NEW YORK, March 21,—Albert O. 
Sanders and Charles N. Wunnenberg, 
indicted as members of the Central 
Powers War film exchange on the 
charge of engaging ina military en- 
terprise and sending spies to England 


to get information for the German 
military authorities, today pleaded 
guilty. 


They will be sentenced tomorrow. 

It was charged by the Federal au- 
thoritles that Sander and Wunnenberg 
engaged George Vaux Bacon of 538t. 
Louis, an American newspaper man, to 
go to England in the role of a spy anc 
that’ Bacon ‘received money from Wun- 
nenberg to pay his expenses. Bacon, 
who was arrested in England, returned 
to testify against Sander and Wunnen- 
berg before the @rand jury. This led, ‘t 
was said, to the two, men pleading 
guilty. 

The activities of the indicted men ex- 
tended back to May, 1916, it was charged, 
during which period Sander and Wun- 
nenberg are alleged to have sent no less 
than 15 so-called newspaper men to En- 
gland and Ireland. Much valuable in- 
formation, it wa salleged, was obtained. 

Sander is 35 years old and had been 
connected with the German-American 
Literary Defense Committee. He was a 
former emplove of the New Yorker 
Staats Zeltung and dramatic editor on 
the Deutsches Journal. Wunnenberg 
claims to have been naturalized 2% years 
ago.

Property From Third to Union 
Will Be Taxed on Sliding 
Scale to Pay for Work. 


Commissioners in the city’s condem- 


nation suit to widen Washington ave- 


nue from © to feet between Jefferson 


and Grand avenues have decided, after 
three years’ work, to allow $546,000 dam- 
ages to property owners in the district 
affected 

The commissioners also decided that 
this cost is to be borne by all property 
on Washington avenue between Third 
street and Union boulevard. Attempts 
had been made to persuade the commis- 
sioners to tnclude in the benefited dis- 
trict parallel streets as far north as 
Easton avenue and as far south as Park 
avenue. 

Sliding Rate Adopted. 

However, the commissioners agreed 
that the streets parallel to Washington 
avenue will not be specifically benefited, 
and that Washington avenue should 
Stand the entire cost. The assessment 
of benefits will be made on a sliding 
rate per front foot, diminishing in pro- 
portion to the distance of the benefited 
property from the section that is wid- 
ened. . 

Under the plan a triangular strip of 
the old James Campbell home, at the 
northeast corner of Grand and Wash- 
ington avenues, is to be condemned to 
make a cutoff at that corner to afford a 
direct connection with Washington bou- 
levard west of Grand avenue. The es- 
timated cost of this property is $186,000, 
the largest single item in the entire 
plan> The remainder of the Campbell 
property will be purchased at an agreed 
price by the Third Baptist Church to 
prevent its use as a gasoline filling sta- 
tion. 

No Change in Some Buildings. 

Originally the cost of widening Wash- 
ington avenue was estimated at $750,0W, 
but the commissioners decided not to 
disturb a score of buildings that project 
legs than 13 inches over the new build- 
ing line. It would cost more than $200,- 
000 to shave the front walls of these 
buildings, so that an ordinance was 
passed allowing these structures to re- 
main on the condemned property until 
torn down for improvements. 

The commissioners are Louis Nolte, 
Edward A. Raithel and former Circuit 
Judge William B. Homer. Property 
owners may file exceptions to the re- 
port in the Circuit Court. 

The Board of Public Service plans to 
have street car lines transferred from 
Washington avenue, west of Jefferson 
avenue, to Morgan street or some other 
street north, so that Washington ave- 
nue may be developed as an important 
artery for swift-moving vehicle traffic. 
Repaving of a widened Washington ave- 
nue with wood blocks or asphalt.

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CONSUL GIVES DETAILS 
OF VIGILANCIA SINKING 


Unknown Submarine Which 
Fired Torpedoes Followed Life 
Boats but Did Not Speak. 


WASHINGTON, March %!,—Consul- 


General Skinner at London forward- 


cd to the State Departmert yerterday 
a dispatch from the Consul at Ply- 
mouth giving the most complete of- 
ficial report yet received of the torpedo- 
ing without warning of the American 
steamer Vigilancia with a loss of 15 
lives, including several native Amer:- 
can citizens. The report follows: 

‘Vigilancia of Wilmington, Del 
from New York for Havre, with gen- 
eral cargo of smelter structural iron, 
asbestos, dried fruit and straw, sux* 
without warning March 16 tn ‘atitude 
48.57, longitude 9.34, or about 145 
miles from nearest land, by torpedo 
from submarine of unknown nation- 
ality. Two torpedoes fired at ship, 
first missed, second struck ship on 
starboard side by third hatch. Ship 
sunk in 19 minutes Weather at tine 
clear with moderate sea swell. No 
other vessel in sight. Crew of 43 men 
attempted to abandon ship in two 
life boats. Ocean swell, 25 men were 
washed out of boat. Of these 10 were 
saved and 15 drowned. 

“Among the drowned are Third Ec: 
gineer Carl Adeholde, a native Ameri- 
can citizen, and Third Officer Nellis 
North, a naturalized Americtn citl- 
zen. Some of the crew drowned were 
American citizens. 

“Crew adrift in life boats from 10 
a. m. Friday until 4 p. m. Sunday. 
Submarine of unknown nationality 
followed life boats at distance of & 
yards from 10 p. m Friday to 3:40 a 
m., Saturday. Submarine and lifo 
boats did not speak. 

“Survivors landed St. Mary's in own 
boats after suffering greatly from 
cold, wet and fatigue. One seaman, 
a Spaniara paralyzed from exposure.”

| PRODUCERS TO SELL COPPER 


FLEET RELUCTANT 
TO.CARRY QUT PLAN 
AT DARDANELLES 


Churchill Reveals Unwillingness 
of Admiral as Cause of 
Break With Fisher. 


ee 


LONDON, March 21.—Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, former First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, severely criticised the man- 
ner in which the Dardanelles commis- 
sion’s report had been prepared. 

“They built up the narrative by clip- 
pings and snippings from documents and 
by single sentences from the evidence of 
witnesses,’’ Churchill said. He declared 
this method wags in direct conflict with 
accepted principles and detrimental to 
public and personal interests. 

Churchill admitted, however, that the 
commissioners had swept away, direct- 
ly or by implication, many serious and 
reckless charges, and that the burden of 
responsibility that he had borne alone 
for the last two years now was shared 
with the most eminent men the country 
had produced in generations. He, there- 
fore, welcomed the report as an install- 
ment of fair play. 


Experts Behind Decision, He Says. 

The decision with relation to the Dar- 
danelles, said Churchill, was not based 
on the opinions of experts, but on the 
plans of experts and the readiness of 
experts to execute these plans. Nobody 
had a right to say naval opinion was not 
marshaled behind the Admiralty’s 
action. 

The speaker deprecated what he char- 
acterized as *‘attempts to ascertain 
whether the experts were enthusiastic 
toward the enterprise long after it had 
failed, and at the time the search was 
being made for a culprit. Such methods 
were pernicious to the last degree to 
efficiency and the resoulte conduct of 
the war, he said. 

Warmly denying that he urged Lord 
Fisher, then first sea lerd, to give his 
silent and reluctant consent to the en- 
terprise. Churchill said: 

“Lord Fisher did not declare definitely 
that he consented to undertake the op- 
eration. After balancing all the pos- 
sibilities he exerted himself to the ut- 
most and even offered to go out himself 
and take charge of it. It was not un- 
til the new situation had arisen and 
the admiral on the spot was unwilling 
to. go forward that “Lord Fisher said 
he would press him. Then, Churchill 
eaid, the differences between Lord Fish- 
er and himself began for the first time. 

Asquith Defends Kitchener. 

An energetic defense of the late Lord 
Kitchener was made by former Premier 
Asquith. 

“Lord Kitchener was a masterful man, 
endowed with formidable personality 
and disposed by nature to keep his own 
¢counsel.”’ said Asquith. ‘But it is a 
mistake to suggest that helived in iso- 
lation and 4id not consult military opin- 
ions as to the condweg of the war. That 
is untrue, but it is true that during the 
early months of the war he acted as 
his own chief of staff. When war broke 
out the general staff were sent to the 
front.’’ 

Asquith said the -Dardanelles expedi- 
tion was primarily a naval one becauses 
Lord Kitchener proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the war council that the re. 
sources to make it a joint military an 
naval undertaking were not available. 
The adverse view of Lord Fisher, then 
First Sea Lord, was not founded on 
technical naval objection, but upon his 
preference for a different objective 
in a totally different sphere of opera- 
tions. 

The delay in sending troops, Asquith 
continued, was due to the Russian po- 
sition, which was then bad, and pres- 
sure was brought to bear by both the 
British and French Commanders in 
Chief to keep their troops in France. 
Asquith asserted the Dardanelles opera- 
tions had saved the situation in the 
Caucasus and prevented for months th: 
defection of Bulgaria to the central 
Powers.

Inform National Defense Council 
They Will Furnish 45,000,000 Pounds 
at About 16 Cents.

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WASHINGTON, March 21.—The princi- 
pal American copper producers have 
agreed to furnish the Government cop- 
per needed for the army and navy dur- 
ing the coming year at 16 and a frac. 
tion cents a pound, about one-half of 
the current market price. Forty-five 
million pounds is the amount to be de- 
livered. 

A letter from the producers to B. M. 
Baruch of New York, chairman of the 
Metal Supply Committee of the Council 
of National Defense, said: 

“Referring to our several conversa- 
tions on the subject of supplying copper 
for the army and navy on behalf of tho 
principal producers of copper in this 
country, we beg to say that we will fur- 
nish the quantity named for delivery 
within 12 months, viz: 

“Twenty million pounds for the navy 
and 2,510,000 pounds for the army in ap- 
proximately equal quantities each quar- 
ter from April, 1917, to April, 1918, at a 
price of 16.6739 cents per pound, dell-- 
ered in regular shapes at Atlantic sea- 
board points.”

Army Officers Here Active’ in 
View of Possibility of Con- 
flict in Near Future. 


SERVICE OPPORTUNITIES 


Chance for Second Lieutenan- 
cies and Nominations to 


With the possibility of armed conflic: 
in the near future, United States Army 
recruiting officers in St. Louis are 
making every éffort to enlist their quota 
of the men necessary to bring the army 
up to its authorized peace footing of 
133,000, by the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30. 

The army is at present about 20,000 
short of its full complement. 

Maj. George W. Goode, in charge of 
the -local recruiting station, yesterday 
said the present rate of enlistment for 
the entire country is about 8000 a month, 
but he expects this average to be ex- 
ceeded if the situation becomes more 
acute. 

In the first 20 days of this month 115 
men have been accepted for service at 
the St. Louis recruiting stations. The 
number of acceptances in December was 


About 2% per cent of the men who 
present themselves for service are ac- 
cepted by the recruiting officers and 
are sent to Jefferson Barracks, where 
the actual enlistments are made. A 
small percentage of those approved at 
the recruiting offices are rejected when 
re-examined at the Barracks. 
Increased Opportunities. 
Maj. Goode believes news of open hos- 
tilities would greatly increase the num- 
ber of enlistments and that the oppor- 
tunities for young men in actual! service 
would prove alluring to many who are 
now in. other lines of employment. 
Never before, he said, have there been 
such opportunities for the enlisted man. 
When the new army bill went into efl 
fect last year it automatically promoted 
about 1500 second ‘ileutenants and left 
their places vacant, to be filled from 
civil life or from the rank and file of 
the army. Many of these places are still 
open and are within the reach of men 
who have had no West Point training. 
Any private in the ranks, after one year 
of meritorious service, has a chance to 
be appointed second lieutenant by the 
President. A certain number of privates 
also, under the terms of the army bill, 
may be nominated to West Point by the 
President, after a year’s service. 
Oversen Service Pay Higher. 

Another inducement which is expected 
to appeal to many recruits, under pres- 
ent conditions, is that soldiers when on 


cent increase in pay. A soldier on duty 
in the United States receives $15 a month 
and board and allowances for clothing 
and other necessities.

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RUSSIAN PEOPLE 
CALMLY ACCEPT 
NEW GOVERNMENT 


Daily Life Becomes Normal, 
Showing Democratic Thought 
i Was Prevalent. 


HOW MOSCOW WAS WON 


Cossacks Joined Revolutionists 
Almost at Once; Only Four 
Casualties. 


By ARNO DOSCH-FLEUROT

PETROGRAD, March ~~ 21.—Russian 


tradition has disappeared. The new 
order of things is accepted calmly. Daily 
life has become normal once more. The 
newspapers have reappeared. The dis- 
cussion of the revolution and its mean- 
ing is generally intelligent, showing that 
Democratic thought was prevalent. 

The common belief abroad that Rus- 
Sians are held together by the imperial 
idea of the divine right of kings is 
shown to be obviously absurd in the 
light of the collected manner in which 
the country faces its new freedom. 

Proof of the general understanding 
that this revolution was to be a com- 
plete rising of the entire country is 
found in the fact that practically the 
only bloodshed attendant upon the proc- 
ess of overturning the old order was in 
Petrograd. Here the total casualties 
were less than 3000. Elsewhere the 
change was simply accepted without re- 
sistance. 

An American eye-witness recounts 
how the revolution was carried out in 
Moscow, starting on Tuesday noon, aft- 
er it had been accomplished here. A 
hundred students marched into the red 
square of terrible fame in front of the 
Kremlin, where a thousand spectators 
soon gathered. Cossacks dashed out 
from the inclosed city within the Krem- 
lin. Unmoved, the crowd simply swal- 
lowed them up and told them the facts 
of the revolution in Petrograd. 


Cossacka Join Crowd 
Immediately the Cossacks the 


crowd, and the revolution was practical- 
ly over. The casualties in Moscow 
were only four. It was the Governor 
who held out the longest, but finding 
he had no authority, soon capitulated. 

The Emperor’s abdication won over 
the last resisting Russian. There are 
difficult problems ahead, but the faith 
of the people is still strong. 

The cutting out of the mass ceremo- 
nies in the orthodox church this morn- 
ing of all references to the imperial 
family is considered an integral part of 
the revolution. 

The Emperor, instead of joining the 
imperial family at Tsarskoe-Selo, started 
toward Crimea. He is entirely free to 
travel anywhere he wishes to. 
Everything in the situation points to 
the belief that the Empress was respon- 
sible for retaining !n power Stumer, 
Vrotopopoff and others who were in 
popular disfavor against the will of the 
Emperor. He, unhappy man, was at 
heart a real Russian. The Russians are 
morally certain of the disaffection of 
the Empress. The feeling which had 
long centered against her makes all the 
more remarkable her present personal 
safety at the hands of revolutionary 
troops. 

The killing of the Monk Rasputin was 
an action of the noblest families as a 
protest against the existing corruption 
in court. Rasputin was only a neuras- 
thenic mystic, /but the people believed 
the worst. It is certain that if the dy- 
nasty ‘s lost the Romanoffs can thank 
the, plans of the Empress. 

It seems almost unbelievable today 
(Sunday) that the revolution started J 
week ago tonight. The most autocratic 
dynasty has been overturned and the 
most sweeping demands for freedom 
are now considered reasonabie. Among 
the most notable of the demands is for 
freedom of race and religion. 


New Ministers Inatalled. 
The general staff entered on active 


work with the new Government Satur. 
day morning; all the new Ministers have 
been installed in office; and the Gov- 
ernment of Russia, particularly in rela- 
tion to the war, is going forward with- 
out the loss of a week. 

The Duma committee, chiefly respon- 
sible for the reorganization not inter- 
fering with military arrangements, have 
surrounded Prince Lvoff, the Premier, 
with a personal entourage, largely that 
of the late Emperor. 
the country, accepting the new condi. 
tions, has with hardly an exception; 
agreed to work with the directorate or 
other form of the central Governmert, 
and while the details are not all settled 
between the two éontrolling bodies, the 
Duma and the Labor Socialists, it is 
practically established that the general 
group controlling affairs will keep th» 
reins of government until a national 
assembly is called to decide upon tha 
future government of Russia. 

A sign of the return of ordinary life 
is the recruits who reached. Petrograd’ 
in thousands, During the celebration of 
the peaceful end of the revolution before 
the Kazan cathedral Friday evening. 
the Grand Duke Michael passed through 
the throng on the Nevaky Prospekt in 
his automobile, just as the troops were 
marching up headed by red flags. Red 
flags were everywhere, no Russian ban- 
ner in sight. His tall figure was recog- 
nized and the crowds, remembering the 
last ringing sentence of his abdicatior. 
in favor of the nation, cheered him with 
cries of “Friend Grand Duke! Friend 
Michael!"" Michael stood up in his car 
and lifted his hat in response, crying, 
“Long live Russia!"’

‘HELEN STANLEY STAR 


OF PAGEANT CONCERT 


Big Chorous for the First Time 
at Its Best, Presents American 
Works. | 


By RICHARD L.. A 
HE Pageant Choral Society, with 
ag its muster of 200 mized voices, ac- 
companied invariably by the Sym- 
phony Orchestra of 80 performers, is the 
city’s biggest and most powerful musical 
apparatus, last night, at the final con- 
cert of the organization’s third season, 
the great machine was for the first time 
handled with almost complete efficiency. 
The result was an evening of artistic 
achievement in which St. Louis may 
justly take pride, and it was a pity the 
Odeon was not packed to overflowing. 
Previous concerts af the society have 
been open to criticism in many respects. 
Too often it has burdened itself with 
soloists so inadequate that none at all 
would have been better; it has some- 
times elected music either uninteresting 
in itself or beyond the powers ofa 
chorus of amateurs. The directing of 
Frederick Fischer has more than once 
incurred censure for its rigidity, its ap- 
parent lack of inspiration, its failure to 
elicit the full resources of the orches- 
tra. 


Last night all of these objections, hap- 
pily, fell to the ground. In: Miss Helen 
Stanley, soprano of the Chicago Opera 
Company: Arthur Hackett, an admir- 
able oratorio tenor; Margaret Keys, an 
excellent contralto, and Robert Mait- 
land, an unusually gifted bass-baritone, 
there was offered a quartet of soloists 


worthy of any chora)] production. Miss 
Stanley, in particular, won a merited 
personal triumph. The music, by two 


learned American composers—Frederick 
S. Converse’s dramatic and colorful can- 
tata, “‘The Pipe of Peace,’’ and Horatio 
W. Parker's majestic oratorio, ‘‘Hora 
Novissima’’—was such as to afford high 
gratification*o believers in the capacity 
ot native creators in tones. 


Fischer's Admirable Directing. 

Fischer is to be congratulated on his 
direction of the two numbers. One 
would have fancied he had undergone 
“a pentacost, so replete was his work 
with flexibilities of tempo, skillful dy- 
namic shadings and emotional fervor. 
The orchestra caught the contagion of 
his spirit, and played with fire and en- 
thusiasm. The abundant devotion and 
zest of the chorus has never been sus- 
ceptible of doubt. 


Longfellow’s text from ‘Hiawatha,” 
to which “The Peace Pipe’ was set, 
proved eminently singable, disproving 


the frequently made assertion that. En- 
glish is not a vocal language. Most 
of the number fell to the chorus, and 
especially pleasing was the fresh, musi- 
cal quality of the female voices. The 
male section, owing to circumstances 
for which the society is only partly 
responsible, remains the weak spot of 
the organization, lacking numerous, vol- 
ume and tonal quality. A long arioso, 
taxing in range and not alWays remun- 
erative to the singer, fell to Maitland, 
who revealed a sonoreur basso and an 
Incemmon artistic instinct, which turned 
io advantage every opportunity for 
expression in the score. The choruses 
of the cantata were mostly simple in 
Style, relying often on diatonic har- 
monies, but they were melodious, ef- 
fective and filled with primitive atmos- 
phere. 

Miss Stanley’s Operatic Number. 

Miss Stanley made her first appear- 
ance in singing ‘Micacla’s recitative and 
aria from ‘“‘Carmen,”’ which was inter- 
polated because of her success with this 
role in the Ellis Opera Company's recent 
performance at the Coliseum. Objec- 
tions were made that she sang too rap- 
idly the first and third parts of the 
aria, thus losing some of the contrast 
with the middle episode; but she de- 
lighted the audience with the beauti- 
ful quality of her voice, with its true 
and pure tones at the top of her high 


compass. An encore was inescapable, 
and she sang exquisitely Ronald's 
“Down in the Forest,’’ the orchestra 


Supplying a charming accompaniment. 

The climax of the evening was the 
oratorio by Parker, who is professor 
of musical theory at Yale University 
and the winner of two $1000 prizes 
for the operas, “Mona” and “Fairy- 
land.” This was music of a grand 
and noble style, scholarly and yet 
vivid. It was set to a Latin poem of 
the twelfth century, the “Rhythm” of 
Bernard of Morlaix, and though at 
times medieval in color, was still im- 
pressive and rousing to modern ears. 
To Miss Stanley fell a most melodious 
aria, “O bona patria,” and Hackett 
displayed a vibrant and manly tenor 
in the number, “Urbs Syon aurea.” 
Miss Keyes’ singing of the aria, 
“Gens duce splendida,’ was worth 
listening to, and Maitland made the 
most of a grateful bass sole, “Spe 
modo vivitur.”’ The quartet and 
chorus with which, the oratorio 
ended will remain a stirring memory, 
for ita mighty volume of voices, or- 
chestra and organ.

Believes Congress Will Have 
Power to Passs Compulsory 
Arbitration Law. 


VICTORY FOR PEOPLE 


& 

Says Neither Railroads Nor Em- 

ployes Have Much Cause 
for Rejoicing. 


Charles Nagel, former Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, in discussing with 
@ Post-Dispatch reporter today the Su- 
preme Court’s decision upholding the 


Adamson law, expressed the belief that 
Congress, under this decision, would 
have the power to pass a compulsory 
arbitration statute, to prevent the fu- 
ture possibility of strikes on interstate 
railroads. 

He added that the decision was a 
“two-edged sword,” and that in his 
opinion it was not a victory for the 
trainmen or for the railréads, but that 
it was a victory for the public. 

Nagel served for five months, in 1914 
and 1915, on an arbitration commission 
which sat, in Chicago, on the demand 


ern railroads. This gave him a close 
acquaintance with the questions involved 
in the Adamson law case, and he has 
taken some satisfaction, in the last two 
days, in reminding some of his lawycr 
friends that he predicted that the Su- 
preme Court would uphold the law. He 
based this prediction on his belief that 
Congress had the right, in regulating 
common carriers, to do practically any- 
thing it considered necessary for the 
public welfare. 
Power to Compel Arbitration. 

“If Congress can fix hours and wages, 
as I take it the court distinctly says,” 
he said, ‘‘T see no reason why Congress 
should not also provide for compulsory 
arbitration, in case the parties to a dis- 
pute have exhausted their efforts with- 
out result. The power of Congress is 
derived from the necessity or the in- 
terest of the general public. 

“I am not sure that the men will 
rejoice greatly in their victory, when 


stood. Nor do I mean that the rail- 
roads have anything to rejoince over. 
The decision is a two-edged sword. 
The right of collective bargaining, 
which the unions have cherished, is 
distinctly qualified. The power of 
Congress to compel arbitration, 
against which they have protested, 
seems to be recognized. And if 
Congress can raise wages, it would 
seem that it can lower wages. 

“On the other hand, the railroads 
may find that they would prefer the 
right to bargaining, rather than the 
absolute control of Congress. But 
the geenral public will feel a sense 
of relief in the adoption of a rule 
which promises a peaceful solution 
of the pressing question, and which, 
in my judgment, marks the irresisti- 
ble trend toward progressive legis- 
tion and administration. 

“The men have not won every 
point. Their demand for time-ani- 
a-half for overtime was the one 
which the President refused to rec- 
ommend, and which Congress re- 
fused to enact. It was the demand 
which, in our arbitration board at 
Chicago, I opposed, on the ground 
that it was a penalty, the infliction 
of which lay too largely in the hands 
of the men who would collect the ex- 
tra pay. For this, I denounced at the 
time. J] felt then that the men were 
entitled to protection against over- 
work, but that the time-and-a-half 
method was not the way to provide 
| Fag ° 

Opens Up New Possibilities. 

Nagel said the court’s action, plac- 
ing the trainmen in the position of 
quasi-public servants, opened up in- 
teresting possitilities. Since Con- 
gress can fix the wages of railroad 
employes, he said, comparisons are 
sure to arise between railroad men’s 
pay and the pay of Federal employes, 
which is also fixed by Congress. He 
mentioned the pay of lighthouse ten- 
der crews, $30 a month and board, as 
instances of the inadequate pay at 
present given in some branches of 
the Federal service. 

The claims of unorganized railroad 
employes to a higher wage scale will 
also inevitably have to be considered, 
he said. He mentioned the station 
agent, working long hours and per- 
forming the most essential duties in 
railroad operation at a 0 of $60 
a month in many cases, as an in- 
stance of the underpald railroad 
worker. Wages are now so low in 
these branches of railroad service, 
he said, that an equitable readjust- 
ment will be very likely to bring a 
need for increased rates,

WHICH IS THE INSULT? 

The Globe-Democrat resents our question con- 
cerning the silence of the local Republican plat- 
form on the issue with Germany over that coun- 
try’s attacks on American rights, American ships 
and American citizens.

With war confronting us to do otherwise would.

What note has been struck oftener in these 
modern times than Bat of Russian martyrdom to 
liberal thought?

Those privileged 
to be in Petrograd at the time realized the world 
had not looked on such a moment since July 14, 
1789, in Paris. The Grand Duke Nicholas, in the 
Transcaucasus, promptly directed the liberation 
of all political prisoners at Baku. 

Then over the wires of the great railroad to the 
Pacific joyous messages sped thousands of 
miles over the Siberian snows. Some were stayed 
at squalid village and convict camps near the line. 
Others, carried by happy messengers, were relayed 
to desolate spots still more remote in the tre- 
mendous sweep of that land of frost. And pres- 
ently the great multitude of the steadfast, whose 
careers have seemed a failure, who have lived 
hard lives for conscience’s sake and conviction’s 
sake, knew that they were free.

People Too Sectional. 

“We are tco sectional in this country. 
There is one spirit in New York, an- 
other in “hicago, another in San Fran- 
cisco. We have no unifying vision. A 
few individuals like Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. 
Root, Mr. Beck are trying to rouse the 
American peopls from their dream of 
materialism. i agree with a “*re- 
mark [ heard Mr. Beck make the other 
night—that the corscience of America 
has been chloroformed. The little that 
we see is din: and vague and tenuous 
like a chloroform dream. We have lost 
the vision of the furefathers. 

“Whose forefathers, Miss Morgan?* 
I interjected at this point. “A hand‘ul 
of us out of 100,000,000 had American 
forefathers, perhaps.” 

“Tl deny that the ‘mmigrant is respon- 
sible for our lack of a national spirit,” 
answered the daughter of an American 
financier and the descendant of an 
American poet. 

“The immigrant brought with him the 
vision of his forefathers and the yearn 
ine for liberty which drew him to this 
country. What do we give to theie 
new Americans? The worst in us. Tie 
dream of material prosperity, of short- 
er hours, higher wages. Now let them 
have these things, but let them think 
also uf efficiency, of being worth the 
things they derrand. Let no one be d»- 
nied justico in America. But beyond 
and above justice there is the spiritual 
interpretation of democracy. 

“And what does the spirit of de- 
mocracy mean to you?" I asked. 

“It means obedience to law to which 
one has consented and which one 
understands,’’ Miss Morgan answered. 
“Tt means making our new citizens 
understand that when they walk in the 
parks and see a ‘keep off the grass’ sign 
they must obey it though there is no 
policeman with a club or soldier with a 
gun to enforce the mandate, just be- 
cause it is the public will for the pub- 
lic good. 

‘There is too much talk about pa- 
triotism and not patriotism enough in 
this country,.’’ Miss Morgan continved. 
“We have too much respect for words. 
We hold meetings, listen to speeches and 
we are apt to think an ideal has been 
realized, a purpose has been accom- 
plished, when it has merely been talked 
about. We should not be afraid of our 
sentiments, our emotions. We should re- 
alize them.” 

“You accept the value of emotion, 
then?’’ I asked. “Emotion was responsi- 
bie for the Ford peace ship, for getting 
the boys out of the trenches by Christ- 
mas.” 

Believes in Emotion. 

“T believe In emotion as an act, not 
an a state of mind,’ Miss Morgan an- 
swered. ‘TI believe that the great emo- 
‘tion of patriotism should make Itself 
heard in this country. Today only the 
pacifista are articulate. 

“Women as well as men are sub- 
merged in material prosperity. There 
are thousands of girlie making $15 or

beyond them. And they are to be com. 
miserated. They are poorer than if 
they earned $% or Ba week and had 
vision.

TR TELLS HOW 
HE KEPT GERMANY 
OUT OF VENEZUELA 


Says Threat to Use Fleet 
Brought Backdown in a 
Week. 


— | 


“GAVE THEM 10 DAYS” 


His Version of Clash, When 
“Castro Was Running Zig- 
zag Career,’’ Given in Speech. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW .YORK, March 21.—In his speech 


at the Union L:ague WTlub last night, 
former President Roosevelt, in charac- 
teristic style, gave his own version of 
his clash with Germany over Venezuela 
when he was President. He said: 

“At that time England was endeavor 
ing to placate Germany by pegging after 
her. She was not successful. but she was 
quite as successful as we will be if we 
try the same kind of permanent policy. 
In Venezuela Mr. Castro was running a 
zigzag career and had done a good 
many things that were not nice. 

“Germany and England started in to 
discipline him. I was delighted that 
they should, because I loathed having 
to do it myself, if for no other reason 
than for the fact it would have meant a 
15 years’ debate and a proposal to pay 
them an’indemnity later on. 

“But I soon became convinced that 
Germany did not intend just to dis- 
cipline Castro; that she intended to take 
possession of some point of ferritory in 
Venezuela, and hold it so as to control 
the approach to the Isthmian cann.l. 
That I did not think we could afford 
to have. e 

“After a while I sounded out England 
and found that England was uncom 
fortable; that she would be neutral. 
which was all I wanted. 

‘We could handle things by ourselves. 
| then, befére seeing the German Am- 
bassador, took all our fleet, every bat- 
tleship and every destroyer, and put 
it in the West Indies under Dewey—to 
maneuver—just friendly maneuvers. 

Saw German Ambnasador. 

“Then I saw the German Ambassado- 
and said that I must have a promise to 
arbitrate the matter. He said he was 
very sorry, that he could not give it; 
that they would assure me they would 
only take temporary possession of any 
part. I said they had only taken tem- 
porary possession of Kiauchow—tempo- 
rary possession on a 99-year lease—and 
had made it one of the strongest points 
in the whole far East, and that I could 
not have another Kiauchow in Vene- 
zuela. : 

‘‘He was very sorry, but hfs imperial 
majesty could not arbitrate. I said ail 
right; would he tell them that in 10 
days from that date Admiral Dewey 
would receive orders to sail down ani 
see that they did not take possession, 
even temporarily, of a foot of soil. He 
said he was awfully sorry, but he did 
not think he could. 

“T said that I must ask him to, and 
he said: ‘Mr. Roosevelt, this means? I! 
do not like to say what it means.’ 

“T said, ‘Come, now, Mr. Ambassador, 
we are alone. I will say, you will say, 
it means war. You look at the map. 
You have selected the one place on the 
globe where you cannot fight us. It is 
in the Caribbean Sea. I want you to 
remember this.’ 

“It was not nearly as safe as it is 
now. You can go to war now with Ger- 
many with impunity under the protec- 
tion of the British fleet. At that time 
the British fleet would have been neu- 
tral, but our fleet would have done it- 
self. Our fleet was competent to han- 
dle the situation. He said he was very 
sorry, but he knew that his Govern- 
ment would not arbitrate. 

“One week later he came back and 
had a pleasant talk. Then he got up to 
go, and I said, ‘Well, Mr. Ambassador, 
you have not spoken about the Vene- 
yuela business. Has your Government 
paid no heed to my request?’ 

“Hie said, ‘Oh, but of course, Mr. Pres- 
ident. you cannot expect the Guovern- 
ment to pay heed to the request.’ 

“Dewey Will Salil in 24 Hiours.” 

“| said ‘All right. Then will you jus' 
teil them that there is no use of waiting 
the remaining three days? Dewey will 
sail in 48 hours.’ 

“Well, he was most sad, but I think. 
as a matter of fact, he had in his pos- 
session at that time the directions whic 
enabled him to back down, but he was 
playing it to the limit. I said, ‘Dewey 
will sail in 48 hours,’ and in 18 hours the 
Ambassador turned, smiling seraphical-. 
ly, with the request that I arbitrate.

When the man who wrote this up in his 
Life of Hay came to me I gave him the 
facts. But I said I could not give any 
corroborative evidence.
